R. WRESTLING II has 

always been a model of 
propriety and fair play for young 
wrestling fans all across the 
country and around the world. For 
years he has commanded. the 
respect of millions as one of the 
sport’s premier role models for 
fans of all ages.

Wrestling II’s actions recently in 
Georgia take on a confusing, and 
ultimately disturbing character.

considering that I might quit 
wrestling for good. 

So what made you finally 
decide to stay? You must have 
given it anamazing amount of 
thought. 

Yes, well that’s exactly why I 
took those three months off. I 
spent most of that time in the 
gym working on my body- 
building. I find that working 
out like that can be a relaxing 
thing. When I’m relaxed I can 
think out my problems. It 
took me three months, but I 
finally decided that my doubts 
about this sport were com- 
pletely groundless, that I was 
worried about other aspects 
of my life that had nothing to 
do with whether I should be 
wrestling or not. 

A lot of fans felt you let 


them down when you left. 
Yeah, I got a lot of mailabout 
it. But I think now that my 
“vacation” is over, and now 
that I’ve explained why I did 
what I did, the fans will 
understand. I still worry 
about that a lot, you know, 
whether the fans will really 
be able to understand why | 
took that time off. I just hope 
that they eventually realize 
that I needed the time alone 
and that it was a good thing 
for me to do.

“It’s like starting out all over 
again,” he remarked. “When I 
unmasked, I was a new man, a 
different man in many ways. As far 
as I was concerned, I could have 
been starting all over again from 
scratch, as if it was my rookie year 
all over again. 

“Anyone who has ever wrestled 
with a mask,” continued Sweet, 
“will understand what I’m saying. 
There’s a certain attitude that one 
must take when wearing a mask. 
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There is a certain personality that it 
gives you in the ring. I don’t fully 
understand why or how it does 
this, it’s just something that 
happens. It’s part of the reason 
why masked wrestling has such a 
long and revered history.

“Take that mask away, and it 
simply is not the same at all. You’re 
a new man, and you had better be 
able to adjust quickly to the 
necessary changes.” 

Some of those changes involve a 
difference in attitude between the 
wrestler and the fans. 

“As far as I’m concerned,” 
explained Sweet, “the fans are the 
fans. Whether I have a mask on or 
not, it’s still the same people you're 
wrestling for. But the difference 
comes in the way they react to you. 
They’re the same people, but they 
react much differently. 

“rm not sure if it’s better or 
worse now that I’ve removed my 
mask,” Sweet said. “I know for a 
fact that it is different. It’s even 
different down to the very subtle 
things . .. something like the way a 
cheer sounds through a mask or 
with bare ears. It sounds crazy, 
sure, but it makes a difference in - 
the way you hear it. When you hear

it differently, it means something 
different altogether.” 

The crux of matters, then, 
involves how Sweet perceives the 
different reactions he has been 
getting of late. Apparently he has 
been receiving mixed signals. 
Sorting out these signals has 
proven to be both confusing and 
ultimately disconcerting. 

“There are times in the ring when 
I] think that the fans are cheering 
me on more than anything else in 
the world,” Sweet explained. “This 
happened often when my head was 
masked. Now, however, I find that 
the noise is louder, but that it’s not 
necessarily cheers. There are other 
sounds mixed in with the rest of 
them. Sometimes it is very hard to 
figure out which sounds are which. 
Often, it is all just a muddy mix 
of noise.” 

The idea that a mask might 
affect sound seemed to be an

writing. The contract was made 
orally, and payments have been 
handled through intermediaries. 
Ernie Ladd is being paid torough 
up any challenger to Rhodes title. 

It's done with all the 
cleverness these two veterans 
can muster. Ladd’s first contract 
was against Ric Flair. Yes, the 
same man Rhodes pretends is 
his friend. Dusty has paid Ladd a 
considerable amount of money 
to render Flair harmless. There 
are no restrictions on how Ladd 
handles the contract. If Ladd 
destroys Flair’s knees, ending 
the young man’s career, that’s 
the way the cripple bounces. 


Rhodes doesn't care. 
Anyone who saw the match 


between Ladd and Flair in 
Columbus, Ohio, knew 
something was rotten. Ladd is 
the kind of guy who'll do 
anything to win, but he wants to 
win more than anything. On this 
night, Ladd’s maneuvers 
weren't designed to win. He was 
looking to injure someone. The 
subtlety, the magic of his moves 
was gone. He was a hit man, 
dirty and simple. That wasn't the 
Ernie Ladd | know. But it was the 
Ernie Ladd that Rhodes paid for. 

That night, Ladd put on a 
brutal exhibition of wrestling 
savagery. For most of the match, 
Flair didn’t know what hit him. 
The assault made no sense. 
There was no reason for Ladd to 
want Flair maimed. Even the 
referee was too stunned to stop 
Ladd’s rampage. What the hell 
was going on? 

By the time everyone figured 
out Ladd was a hit man, it was 
almost too late. Flair was 
weakened but managed to get 
just as dirty as his tormentors. 
What followed had nothing to do 
with wrestling. It was the kind of 
battle one expects at three in the 
morning down in some deserted 
alley when the warriors are 
angry and sad at life, goaded on

by the sting of bile that tortures 
the top of their throats. There is 
no rhyme or reason to this kind 
of war. The brawl exists for itself 
and the brawlers are its captives. 

The match went on longer 
than it should have. But the 
referee too, was transfixed by 
the battle’s savage life. He 
should have ended it with a 
double-disqualification. Instead, 
the time limit ran out: It was the 
fitting conclusion toa match that 
was never meant to have a 
winner or loser. It was meant to 
render Ric Flair defenseless for 
his title challenge to Dusty 
Rhodes. 

In that, it succeeded. Rhodes 
kept his belt when he wrestled 


Flair later that month. It didn't 
take an expert to see that Ric 
was clumsier than usual, 
protecting certain parts of his 
body that were strained and 
sore. His arms were especially 
sluggish and weak, the result of 
bruised ribs: The _ribs were 
bruised by Ladd. 

When confronted with the 
accusation that Ladd is his hit 
man, Rhodes said, ‘That's a lie! | 
wouldn't do something like that. 
| respect the title and everything 
it stands for. | also respect 
wrestling and myself. The whole 
story is absurd.” 

Ladd doesn't answer the 
charge with inflated talk.

If that move was surprising to 
the fans, what came next was 
even more of a shock. 

Following Andre’s bodyslam, 
Khan was completely out. 
Asleep. Concussion or coma, 
nobody knew. All that was 


‘certain was that Khan wasn’t 


moving an inch. The medics 
were called in with a stretcher. 

As the doctors tended to the 
fallen wrestler, Andre turned to 
acknowledge the cheers of the 


crowd. Suddenly, he turned to 
see Khan being lifted to the 
stretcher. Just as suddenly, he 
lost all control of himself. 
Charging the stretcher like an 
enraged bull, Andre knocked 
the injured Mongolian back 
onto the mat. The impact of the 
fall woke Khan, who was 
thoroughly stunned and 
surprised at what was going on. 
Seizing the stretcher, Andre 
began to use it to attack Khan. 
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A woozy Khan is lifted onto a stretcher by Monsoon and ring attendants after being 
examined by the physician. Seconds later, Andre viciously attacked again. 


Swinging it over his head, 
Andre brought it down to the 
mat like an incredibly oversized 
ax, just missing Khan twice. 

The Mongolian maniac, still 
writhing in pain from Andre's 
attacks during the match itself, 
managed to crawl and inch his 
way out of the ring, under the 
ropes, and finally onto the floor, 
where he hobbled quickly, but 
painfully, back to his dressing 
room. Andre chased him all 
the way. 

The fans went wild. What 
would you expect? Then again, 
the bloodthirsty quality of many 
wrestling fans has been proven 
time and again in the past. What 
is surprising about this incident 
is the fact that Andre the Giant 
was so taken with power and 
destruction. 

Throughout his career, and it 
is a long and decorated career, 
Andre the Giant has stood for 
one principle: honor. Honor in 
the face of adversity, honor in 
sports and all other phases of 
one’s life, honor above all. 

At Madison Square Garden 
that night, Andre the Giant 
dishonored himself. It was a 
shameful display of highly 
uncharacteristic behavior 
which should never have 
occurred. 

The sad thing about it all is 
that nothing can be done to 
change it: the deed is 
performed, the damage 
incurred, the black eye given to 
the sport. 

Too many wrestlers speak of 
things like honor and respect. 
For years, Andre the Giant was 
one man you could count on to 
apply those principles he spoke 
of in his everyday life. 

In the future, how seriously 
can we take Andre when he 
speaks of honor? Can we 
believe him if he talks about 
integrity in the ring? How long 
will it be before he earns back 
the respect of the fans? Or has 
he lost it forever?

in the diner across the street from 

the garage while I was waiting. 
Four hours (and $47) later I was 

on the road again. At least the 


Green Giant had new gaskets and 
brackets. I only hoped they 
would hold. 


It was early Wednesday morning 
when I crossed the Mississippi border 
into Louisiana. Not too’ much 
further until Houston, I thought 
... this is the home stretch. 

Speeding towards Houston and 
my rendezvous with Mascaras, I 
weighed his words carefully in my 
mind. I had read an interview with 
him where he noted that “it’s a sad 
thing to have to leave the WWF, 
but it’s also quite inevitable. There 
are many things I must accomplish 
in wrestling, and for now, the 


WWF is not the place to 
accomplish them.” 
I hoped that through my 


discussion with Mascaras, I would 
be able to add my voice to the 
already considerable doubts about 
his departure. 

Wednesday afternoon, 15 miles 
outside of Lake Charles, my car 
died. No idea what happened, but 


there was a full tank of gas. It 
simply stopped running. Cursing 
Detroit, I hitched back into Lake 
Charles. By now it was evening. 
Mascaras was probably waiting for 
me. Fortunately, I had the number 
of the hotel where I was to meet 
with him. 

“Mil? Is that you?” I breathed a 
sigh of relief as I finally reached 
him on the phone.

| instantaneously became a 
Bruno Sammartino fan. You 
have to admire someone who is 
willing to put his body on the 
line for the sake of a friend. 

Actually, Bruno was putting 


his body on theline for an entire 
sport. He loved professional 


wrestling, and while he held one 
of the sport’s top honors, he 
was not going to let treacherous 
men like Kowalski, George 
Steele, Waldo Von Erich, The 
Sheik, Hans Mortier, Nikolai 
Volkoff, or Larry Zbyszko soak 
the blood of its existence. 

From the day my parents 
decided | was old enough to 
travel by train from Long Island 
to, New York City, | never 
missed one of Bruno’s Madison 
Square Garden title defenses. 
Those matches were filled with 
more drama than any Knick 
game, Ranger game, or 
heavyweight boxing match the 
Garden ever had. 

His challenger would enter 
the ring first, usually 
accompanied by his devious 
manager. As he paraded 
around the ring soaking up the 
contempt of the fans, your mind 
flashed back to all those 
wrestlers he decapitated en 
route to that title shot. He 
looked awesome, and you 
began to imagine how it would 
be if he were champion. You 
were truly worried. 
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A night that will forever be remembered: 
May 17, 1963, when Bruno defeated 
Buddy Rogers for the WWF title at the old 
Madison Square Garden. 

But then you heard a cheer 
from the far corner of the arena, 
as a small portion of the crowd 
caught a glimpse of Bruno 
Sammartino entering the 
corridor to the ring. Soon 
everybody would see him and 
22,000 people begin their 
familiar chant: Bruno... Bruno 
... Bruno. 

He hustled into the ring, 
handed his diamond-studded 
championship belt to his 
manager, Arnold Skoaland, and 
he was ready. Immediately your 
fears were gone. As long as 
Bruno was there, everything 
would be all right. 

But no more. It is time for 
Bruno to leave us now. In a 22- 
year career that spanned four 


decades, uncountable title 
defenses, and immeasurable 
thrills, he earned the title, 


“Living Legend.” There will 
never be another. 

“Every athlete has to finally 
call it quits at one point or 
another,” Bruno told the 
gathering of reporters. “My time 
has come and | have no regrets. 
| stand before you confident 
that there isan ample number of 
men dedicated to the principles 
of sportsmanship and fair play. | 
am confident that the sport of 
professional wrestling has 
grown much larger than any 
group of men who call 
themselves wrestlers yet only 
erode the sport with their 
twisted interpretation of the 
rules.” 

| wish | were so confident.O 
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sportsmanship, Backlund 
will assault his challengers 
with everything including 
the kitchen sink. All the 
while, his bribed referee will 
watch and applaud. 
Afterwards, as he watches 
his wasted foe being 
carried off, Backlund will 
give the fans a lecture on 
sportsmanship and clean 
living. What’s more, his 
legion of admirers will 
believe every word. 

Backlund won't be the 
only fan today to follow in 
Andre's oversized footsteps. 
Tommy Rich won't waste a 
second, once he realizes 
his foes won't be able to 
do the same in return. That 
sniveling coward is just the 
kind to take advantage of 
the situation. Greg Gagne 
and Jim Brunzell will throw 
the AWA back into the dark 
ages. All this will happen 
with the fans cheering 
wildly. 

The Andre the Giant 
barbarism is the worst thing 
that has happened to 
wrestling since Bruno 
Sammartino. Within 
months, the sport will 
change for the worse. 
Incompetent boobs can 
wreak any havoc they wish. 
The real men in this sport 
must run for cover. It’s 
open season on anyone 
who doesn’t bow to 
the fans. 

The real blame for this 
fiasco lies with the 
commissioners. They're the 
ones who allowed Andre to 
get away with his horrible 
savagery. They did this for 


two reasons. First, Andre is 
popular and sells tickets. 
They don’t want to lose any 
money that would be lost 
during an Andre sus- 
pension.
